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Kashmir Shaivism 

Dr.B.N.Kalla 
Recipient of President Award 

The Shiva philosophy of Kashmir is generally called "Trika 
Shastra", because it is the philosophy of the Triad-Shiva, Shakti 
and Nara or Para, Parapara and Apara. The literature of this 
system falls into various categories viz. Agama Shastra, 

Spanda Shastra and Pratyabhijna Shastra etc. 

AGAMA SHASTRA 

Agama Shastra is considered to be revelation by Shiva. 
It lays down both the principles and the practices of the system. 
Among the works belonging to this category the following Tantras: 
Malinivijaya, Svacchanda Vijnana Bhairava, Mrugendra- Netra, 
Rudra - Yamala etc. may be mentioned. 

SPANDA SHASTRA 

It elaborates the principles laid down in the Shiva sutras 
from the point of view of Shakti. The famous commentaries on 
Spanda Sutra are : Pradipa by Utpala Vaisnava, Vivruti by 
Ramkanth, Spandasandoha and Spandanimaya by Ksemaraja. 

PRATYABHIJNA SHASTRA 

It contains the philosophy of the system, expounded in terms 
of argument and discussion. The first philosophical work was 
Shivadrushti by Somananda, a pupil of Vasugupta. He flourished 
in the 8th Century A.D. Somananda, a pupil of Vasugupta. He 
flourished in the 8th Century A.D. Somananda composed a Vrutti 
Shivadrushti, but is has not yet been traced. The most important 
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text available is the Pratyabhijna sutra (or Ishvara Pratyabhijna) 
by Utpala, a pupil of Somananda. The Sutras acquired so much 
importance that the whole Shaiva philosophy of Kashmir came 
to be known as Pratyabhijna Darshana. The well-known 
commentarison Pratyabhijna sutras are the Vrutti by Utpala 
himself, but available only in an incomplete form and 
Bruhatritayabhijnavimarsini byAbhinavagupta. Besides, there is 
a great work known as Tantraloka by Abhinavagupta. It is in 12 
volumes and contains the Shaiva Philosophy and practice in full 
details. There is also a 12 volume digest known as Tantrasara. 
The commentary of Jayadratha on Tantraloka is called 
Tantralokaviveka. 

The philosophical background of the Shiva-sutras falls under 
the heads : Ultimate Reality, Manifestaion, Bondage and 
Liberation. 

ULTIMATE REALITY 

Ultimate Reality is "Chit" or parasamvit. It is non-relational 
consciousness, the changeless principle in all changes. In it, there 
is no distinction of subject and object, of "I" and "This”. It is the 
supreme self surveying itself. In the words of Pratybhijna Shastra, 
it is Prakasha - Vimarshamaya. Prakasha is Eternal Light; it is 
Shiva and Vimarsha is Shakti the 'Svabhava' of Shiva. It is, so to 
speak, the mirror in which Shiva sees his own grandeur, power 
and beauty. Vimarsha is the 'Kani Shakti' (the power of realizing) 
of Shiva It is the aspect of Prakasha by which it knows itself. As 
Ksemaraja says in his Parapravesika, Vimarsha is 'akritrimaham 
itivisphuranam. It is the non-relational, immediate awareness of 
1. If ultimate reality were merely Prakasha and not Vimarsha 
also, it would be entirely powerless and inert. It is this I- 
consciousness of the Ultimate Reality that is responsible for the 
manifestation, maintenance and reabsorption of the universe. 
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Since Shankara's Vedanta considers Brahman to be only 
Prakasha or Jnana (light or illumination) without any Vimarsha or 
activity, it has to invoke Maya for the manifestation of the universe. 
Brahman is devoid of any activity, it is therefore, incapable of 
creating. It is only Ishavara or Mayopahita Chaitanya that can 
manifest the universe. But where from does this Maya come ? If 
it is some power extraneous to Brahman or Ishvara, then 
Shankara's Vedanta is reduced to dualism and if Maya is only an 
expression of the power of Brahman, then Brahman cannot be 
divested of activity. Both Sankhya and Vedanta consider the 
Pursha or Atman to be inactive, because they take the word 
activity in a very crude sense. Surely, Brahman or Atman does 
not function like a potter or a watchmaker. It is Vimarsha, the 
very Iccha (will) of the Divine which is spiritual energy that can 
proliferate into any form from the subtlest to the grossest. 

Svatantrya or unimpeded sovereignty is the characteristic 
excellence of Shiva. It expresses itself into Iccha (will) which 
immediately translates itself into J nana (knowledge) and the kriya 
(action). 

MANIFESTATION 

It is not only universal consciousness but also supreme spiritual 
energy or power. This all, including Universal Consciousness, is 
also called Amattara, the Highest Reality, the Absolute. It is both 
transcendental (Vishvottima) and immanent (Vishvamaya).- 

It is the Svabhava or nature of Ultimate Reality to manifest 
itself. Creativity is of the very essence of divinity. IfUltimate reality - 
did not manifest it would not be self or consciousness but nonself. 

Ultimate Reality or Parama Shiva, is Prakashavimarshamaya. 
In that state 'I' and This' are in an undivided unity. T'is the 
' Prakasha aspect. 'This' or it s consciousness of itself^ is the 
Vimarsha aspect Svatantrya (unimpeded sovereign power) or 
Shakti. Vimarsha is not contentless. It contains all that is to be as 
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the great Banyan tree lies only in the form Of potency in the 
seed, even so the entire universe with all the mobile and immobile 
beings lies as a potency in the heart of the Supreme'. (Paratrimsika 
34 ) 

BONDAGE 

The bondage of the individual is due to innate ignorance 
(Anavamala). It is this primary limiting condition which reduces 
the universe consciousness to an 'anu' ora limited being. It owing 
to this that the Jiva considers himself separate entity cut off from 
the universal stream of consciousness. 

The Jiva is further limited by Maya mala and Karma mala. 
Maya mala brings about the consciousness of difference owing 
to it limiting adjuncts of the body etc. Karma mala the limiting 
condition brought about the Vasanl or residual traces of Karma 
under the influence of desire. It is the force of these desires that 
carry the Jiva from one birth to another. 

LIBERATION 

It.means recognition (Pratyabhijna) of one's trye ; nature, 
Akritrimaaham Vimarsha, the original innate, pure I- 
consciousness. When one has this I-consciousness, one knows 
one's real nature. This is what is meant by liberation as 
Abhinavagupta puts it ft ^TFT <R(" 

(Moksha or liberation.is nothing else but the awareness of one's 
true nature. 

The highest attainment, however, is that Shiva consciousness 
in which the entire universe appears as I or Shiva, and this domes 

by Shaktipata- the descent of divine Shakti or Anugraha (Divine 
grace), 

Kashmir Shaivism, like Mafiayana Buddhism, has played a 
key role in the assimilation of different cultures in Indian Sub¬ 
continent. While adopting the logic of the Buddhist Acharyas, it 
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refuted the fundamental concept of non-being (Sunyavada) and 
looked upon creation as real, a manifestation of universal 
consciousness. While the Shaivas took the cardinal principles of 
social equality individual liberty, absence of dogma and ritual from 
Buddhism and held Buddha as the saviour of mankind. Saivas 
regarded the absolute Shiva as the Creator, Preserver, and 
Absorber. In his different aspect, He manifests his Shakti and 
withdraws when His free will (Svatantrya) demans it The individual 
is a mini-Shiva who, when he recognizes his true self, becomes 
one with universal consciousness. Somananda, father of 
Pratyabhijna philosophy, influenced the through of people far and 
wide,. Shaivism was the most ancient faith of the Indian people. 
It had its roots in the pre-historic period of the Indus Valley 
Civilization. Though basically pre-Aiyan and Pre-Vedic in its origin 
it developed by stages in the Vedic religion and became one of 
the most vital elements ofHinduism in the age ofEpics and Puranas. 

From the ancient times the Brahmins of Kashmir had been 
performing Vedic rituals which were predominantly Vaishnavite, 
but the worship of Shiva and Shakti too were very popular in this 
land right from the pre-historic ages Kashmir Shaivism is 
predominantly the monistic Shiva philosophy of the Tiyambaka 
School basically, it is said to have originated in the trans-Himalayan 
areas near Kailash about the 4th century A.D. Tryambakaditya 
disciple of sage Durvasa, was the first teacher of this .school. 
Sangmaditya the sixteenth descendant in the line of Tiyambaka, 
settled in Kashmir in the eight century A.D. 

Somananda, the fourth descendant of Sangmaditya, churned 
out from the scriptures the monistic Shiva philosophy of Kashmir 
in 9th century A.D. He, enunciated the principles in a logical way 
in his work Shivadristi, is the first philosophical treatise on the 
colour, sex etc. It embraces every person. In practice, it does 
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subject Utpaladeva, the Cliief disciple of Somananda, developed 
this philosophy in his Ishvarapratyabhijna and in some other works 
like Sambandha Siddlii and Ishvara Siddhi etc. The principles of 
this philosophy were later explained and interpreted by 
Abhinavagupta (1 Oth-11 th C), the great disciple of Utpaladeva. 

Shivasutras were revealed to Vasugupta, a teacher in the 
system of Tryambaka, in the 8th century. Kallata, a disciple of 
Vasugupta, composed Spanda Karika in which he explained the 
principles contained in Shiva-sutras. The Shiva philosophy of 
Kashmir thus became a dominant force from the 8 th century A.D. 
As Saiva monism, it has a pragmamtic approach to philosophical 
issues. The universe, according to it is not a mirage, it is real for 
all practical purposes. It exists in absolute reality in an all-containing 
consciousness which is Absolute Shiva. The universe is an 
objective manifestation of his divine Powers. He is the highest 
reality and his powers are also a reality. He is infinite 
consciousness with power which do not undergo any change, 
even though the activities of creation are temporal. The aspect of 
manifestation is called Shakti. As the rays of the moon are not 
different from the moon the Shakti or power of Shiva is not 
different from Shiva, the power - holder (Shaktiman). Thus Shiva, 
the male principle in its quiescent state, is whole and absolute, 
but in its manifest state, it becomes Shakti which is part and parcel 
of its nature. Even when Shakti, a part of the whole, is separated 
from it, the whole is never depleted, it’s fullness does not cease. 

According to Vedanta philosophy, the manifestation of the 
universe is explained in terms of’maya' but in Kashmir Shiva 
p losophy, the manifestation is based on Shakti. The apparent 
~ va Philosophy is an object of enjoyment, while in the 

Vendant s system it is illusion. 

Kashmir Shaivism accepts no restrictions of caste, creed, 
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not prescribe monastic life but advises us to live the life of a 
house-holder and practise side by side the Shiva yoga for self 
realization. It does not advocate Sannyasa (renunciation) and 
forbids suppression of one's emotions and instincts, though it 
encourages their sublimation. It advocates thus both Bhukti 
(enjoyment) and Mukti (liberation) both of which can be pursued 
side by side. 

As mentioned earlier, Kashmir Shaivism, has been in vogue 
for centuries, and Kashmiri literature has not remained untouched 
by its influence. The first specimen of Kashmiri poetry shows its 
impact in Shitikantha's Mahanya Prakasha of the 13 th century. 
And this influence is still prevalent in our times.

More than a Memory

One'j fa-her and mother can never become merely a memory. We 
learn from them and internalize them. Nor is it easy to write a 
biographical sketch of one's mother or father because the facts of their 
lives are nor the sum of what they are. What they become after they are 
no longer in the material world is to one's mind and being very much like 
the air, the fire, the light, the earth : the five elements that their 
material forms have merged into. Yet in one's inept language that can 
never do justice to the idea of one’s mother and father, one can say a 
few things that might serve some purpose in the world. 

When it came to reading and writing. Dr. B.N. Pandit could 
concentrate even in the midst of chaos, noise, commotion of family life, 
in tiny multi-purpose rooms with a very tine space reserved for his study. 
In fact, he wrote his entire Doctoral Dissertation in just such a multipur¬ 
pose room where all he could lay claim to was a small corner done up as 
well as possible to function as his study. There was not even a desk 
there. Yet he wrote incessantly, resting the notebook on his knees for 
hours and hours on end, with books and notes spread all around him. He 
wrote even when he was not in good health, when he was tired, when he 
was worried about finances, this child's exams, that child's health, his 
mother and father in their old age, and others in the extended family. 
That is because he had an amazing retentive memory that absorbed and 
kept discrete mental notes of the books and authors he had read, those 
who wrote on Trika Shaiva over the long centuries. The reading was all 
along synthesized with his deep analytic understanding; all that lore had 
become a part of his consciousness from a very young age, for he had 
been an exceptionally talented student. I sometimes wish his father had 
provided him better educational opportunities and he had studied mod¬ 
ern science, such as Physics and not Trika Shaiva and Sanskrit. This is 
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not because I think Sanskrit and Shaiva Shastra are without value. 
On the contrary, I think Trika Shaiva is of immense value and no one 
believed in its value better than Dr. B.N. Pandit. Still, I think Dr. B.N. 
Pandit's analytical mind was greater than Shaiva Shastra. As I say this, 
I realize it is just my theory about Dr. B.N. Pandit's life and mind; it is 
not what he would ever have thought. As far as he was concerned, even 
if he had the opportunity to study something other than Shiva Shastra, 
he would only have chosen this philosophical system (and none other) to 
study in depth and teach it to many others. It is as if he had an 
unconscious memory of a past life. It is as if this was work left over 
from that past life, and he felt a compelling commitment to complete 
this work as long as this life lasted. 

Dr. B.N. Pandit was at once very confident about his intellect and 
very humble about it. I remember his friendship with Wahab Dar, one of 
the peasants in Kulgam who worked on our land. Wahab Dar was very 
bright, witty and funny. Like Dr. B.N. Pandit, Wahab Dar was also very 
confident about himself, and he would ask very good questions. Dr. B.N. 
Pandit took his questions seriously and talked to Wahab Dar in simple 
language and shared his profound philosophy with him in a way that 
Wahab Dar could appreciate and apply to daily life. Similarly, I remember 
Dr. B.N. Pandit's friendship with a carpet maker in Anantnag, and recall 
conversations about deep topics discussed in a simple Kashmiri idiom. 
He was able to relate philosophical concepts to practical realities and 
dilemmas of life with such ease, that it was quite amazing to watch 
this. This is to say that Dr. B.N. Pandit's ability to speak on difficult 
topics, make them accessible without compromising their philosophical 
depth was extraordinary. This is a quality I have not seen in anyone but 
Albert Einstein who, when he chose to, could speak about deep concepts 
in physics in an accessible language without compromising the 
complexity. 
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In a sense, Dr. B.N. Pandit's state of being-in-the-world was a 
perfect example of the akshyar purusha, as defined by Aurbindo Ghosh. 
Ghosh makes a distinction between an kshyar purusha, the person who 
lives in the world and is mentally, in his consciousness, constantly tossed 
right and left, like a ship is being tossed in a stormy sea, and an akshyar 
purusha who has his/her deeper consciousness awakened and activated 
to the degree, that he or she can sail the turbulent waters of life while 
that sthir (stable) part of his or her consciousness does what it intends 
to do, without being distracted. That is, his or her mind and being remain 
engaged with what the priorities are, always calibrated to the mundane 
necessities of the moment and, at the same time, linked to those higher 
priorities. The secret of Dr. B.N. Pandit's productivity, despite the 
responsibilities of caring for and providing for a large family, was this 
phenomenon of being constantly anchored in the vastness, the deep mys¬ 
tery and the intellectual elegance of Trika Shaiva. For him, the Trika 
Shiva texts were like nature; he would not have chosen to study material 
nature because his philosophy said that physical nature and what is thought 
about it by the mind are one indivisible whole. For understanding, one can 
parse it, but one must always know of the dynamic principle of monistic 
unity. 

Most people might not know this, but Dr. B.N. Pandit was an 
excellent gardener. He knew a lot about turning unyielding soil to fertile 
soil. In Kulgam, we had a kitchen garden. Kulgam's red soil, though 
beautiful to look at and may be good for rice cultivation and for baking 
bricks from, was not too good for growing vegetables. In contrast to 
vegetables grown in Anantnag, Kulgam vegetables were often too tough 
for human teeth, even the best human teeth, intended by nature perhaps only 
for horses and cows. May be not even for them. In addition, the soil in 
upper Kulgam was generally not very fertile for growing vegetables 
in abundance. The first year of gardening in Kulgam was a lot of work and 
not much to show for it. Dr. B.N. Pandit was discouraged, but not for 
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long. He had done gardening in Anantnag and remembered what the 
soil was like there. We began a fertilizing process the second year, by 
pulling up mud and slime left in river beds when waters recede in late 
autumn. We let the mud piles dry and then carried them to the vegetable 
garden and mixed the black soil (that had a higher content of sand and 
other minerals) to the red, sticky soil. We did this for several years, until 
the kohlrabi, radish, turnip and other vegetables were perfect. Not only 
did Dr. B.N. Pandit alter the soil that had remained stubborn like that 
from my grandfather's time, he would meticulously measure the seeding 
and planting beds with a string, as expert gardeners do, creating 
symmetries so that nutrients, water, light and the sun could reach each 
plant evenly. This created perfect geometrical shapes, combining aes¬ 
thetics with higher utility and yield. Unfortunately, we left Kulgam right 
when I thought Dr. B.N. Pandit's hard labour had paid off and the 
Kohlrabi, collard greens were delicate and delicious with a superb melt in 
the mouth taste! 

Such was his life; he had to make a living, he had to move from place 
to place. In the end, he was able to have rooted home in Jammu, a city 
for which he had great love; the city that returned that love. While he did 
his life's work, the life of householder, part of Dr. B.N. Pandit’s memory, 
spiritual consciousness and analytical mind were at all times dedicated 
to work that would do much to preserve, renew, add significantly to and 
generously disseminate the philosophical thought of ancient Shaiva scholars 
like Utpaldeva, Abhinavagupta, and many others. Yet, he was friend to 
many in and outside his home. He was endowed with a great sense of 
humor, and incisive understanding of Indian and world politics, who never 
thought too much about the evil in the world. For him, all was good. 
Everything had a reason to be the way it was. 

On a lighter side. Dr. B.N. Pandit believed that he was a great cook. 
He never praised himself for the scholarly work he did, the awards he 
won, the expert gardening he took delight in, the jams and pickles he 
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made, the highly efficacious Aurvedic medicines he prepared at home for 
tonsils so one would never need to take them out, medicines and tonics 
he made to prevent osteoprosis years before it could hit a woman's bone 
health, medicines for common colds, problems of the throat, skin and so 
forth. Likewise, he never praised himself for the dedication with which 
he insulated all the houses we lived in to protect us from winter drafts. 
However, whenever he got a chance. Dr. B.N. Pandit told the story of 
how he, all by himself, prepared yakhani at the wedding of the sister of 
a dear friend in Ludhiyana. None of us were born then to taste that 
legendary yakhani cooked by Dr. B.N. Pandit at a Ludhiyana wedding. It 
probably was good. I would say that he knew a lot about cooking in 
theory. I am not so sure about practice. He could not tolerate the smoke 
in a wood burning kitchen for long enough to the able to cook a meal, even 
one dish. The cook par excellence in Dr. B.N. Pandit's home, the Annapurna, 
was his beautiful wife, Kamlawati Pandit (Tulsi Raina of Devsar). He 
would point out to me often how our Shastras, in teaching us to respect 
our mother and father, always put more emphasis on respecting the 
mother. With his sensitivity to language, to the arrangement of words in 
a sentence and its significance for meaning, he would say: "remember, 
the saying is "matri-devo bhava/pitri-devo bhava." Then he would ex¬ 
plain: "look, how the phrase, "matri- devo comes first." In other words, 
Dr. B.N. Pandit respected the idea of motherhood, and he missed his 
own mother very much in his final years. He was himself not only father, 
but also a mother to his children, caring for them in their sickness, stay¬ 
ing up at nights because he thought mother has to work in the house to 
do during the day and she should get some sleep. As the "ontology of 
Saiva monism" is explained by Dr. B.N. Pandit in his History of Kashmir 
Saivism," Sakti is therefore never different from Siva. Just as 'capaci¬ 
ties to shine, to burn, to give warmth, to cook and so on, are never

A handful of great thinkers in the field of philosophy, religion, 
economics and political theory are the brilliant and God gifted personali¬ 
ties who shape the future of a country and effect the world opinion. 

Kashmir Saivism at its early stage was available only in Agamic 
literature. After the writers of others schools of thought expounded philo¬ 
sophical doctrines in a logical sequence and after this style reached its 
climate, the Saiva philosophers of Kashmir like Somanand, Utpaladeva, 
Abhinav Gupta came into the field to keep abreast of knowledge. Being 
Pundits in the field of philosophy, they could not ignore the perennial 
elements of philosophical musings. Very adroitly they explicated in an 
unambiguous style the intercacies of thought. 

Though this par excellence tradition of great Siddhas, thinkers; 
writers and commentators remained some what alive throughout the 
centuries, but the need of the hour necessitated the presence of an 
erudite Sanskrit Pundit in all the branches of Indian philosophy on the one 
hand, and a receptive and discerning disciple into Shambhav yoga, the 
highest mode of meditation of Monistic Saivism, by some Shrotriya and 
Bhrahmanishtha Siddha, on the other hand. 

Dr. Pandit incarnated as the embodiment of the required excellence 
and descended as a lighthouse to the budding as well the inquisitive and 
reputed scholars in the field of Kashmir Saivism. 

As Abhinavagupta represents the pinnacle of the development of 
Kashmir Saivism in the 10th and 11th centuries by his philosophical 
expositions, so does Dr. Pandit touch zenith of his erudition and sagacity 
in the 20th and 21st centuries by original works, other compositions, 
lucid 
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commentaries which culminated in his outstanding and incomparable 
voluminous work the Encyclopedia of Kashmir Saivism. 

I am sure that following pages will testify the above observations 
and the benedictory remarks of the renowned traditional scholar and 
spiritual teacher Swami Shri. Lakshman joo of Kashmir when he was 
very assertive to declare, "He (Dr. Pandit) is not only a living authority 
but he is also well informed in the Spanda, Krama and Kula schools 
which together with the Pratyabhijna school comprise the whole of Kashmir 

Saivism.I give my blessings to the efforts of Dr. B.N. Pandit so 

that now and in future he may continue to contribute more of such 
enlightening works in order that our Kashmir Saivism may live for ever." 1 

Acharaya Amrtavagabhava, originated Neo Saivism and the spiritual 
teacher of Dr. Pandit, has professed many times in the presence of his 
. ardent disciples, "Baljinath (Dr. Pandit) is the only scholar who can un¬ 
derstand and explain correctly whatever I have written and is capable of 
commentating upon these works with same clarity and lucidity." 

Gifted with unusual brilliance. Dr. Pandit is undoubtedly the foremost 
modern exponent of the Saiva Monism of Kashmir. Whatever popularity 
the Saiva philosophy of Kashmir has got at present is due the relentless 
efforts of Dr. Pandit. The credit of its wide publicity and acceptance in 
its simple and correct presentation goes to him. 

While writing a foreword to the translation and commentary of Iswara 
Pratyabhijna Karika of Utpaladeva, Mr. William K. Mahony presents, very 
precisely, scholarly assessment and appreciation of Dr. Pandit, "This 
translation and commentary of the Iswara Pratyabhijna Karika by Dr. 
B.N. Pandit emerges from and is an authentic part of the Indian scholarly 
tradition of learned pandits. Here, the scholar understands himself to 
be interpreting the text at hand from within the same philosophical 
and theological stance as that in which the text itself stands. 
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Dr.Pandit is personally committed to Saiva tradition that has given 
rise to text he studies. 

Consistent with the pandit tradition in general. Dr. Pandit holds many 
texts in memory and offers his knowledge to individual students by means 
of conversation.... He takes relatively little recourse to dictionaries or to 
other scholars interpretations of a text, but rather draws on his own 
experience, knowledge and understanding of the material from within its 
own religious context." 2 

The most remarkable feature that elevated the enviable personality 
of Dr. Pandit was his inborn personification of Saiva Monism of Kashmir 
without any exaggeration. I was in direct and constant contact with him 
since 1972 till his last breath in Sept. 2007. He was equally so simple 
in his mundane activities as in his mot esoteric philosophical 
deliberations and discussions. Many inquisitive students used to approach 
him from the young research,scholars, for there is research guidance, to 
the aged ones who were desirous to acquire the knowledge of the practical 
aspect of Kashmir Saivism for the final emancipation. Dr. Pandit was 
ever prepared for the qualitative and thoughtful discussions with such 
aspirants. 

As guided by his spiritual Acharya Amrt Vagaabhava, Dr. Pandit has 
always given equal emphasis on material as well as spiritual progress and 
in view of that, expected propagation of Monistic Saiva philosophy of 
Kashmir for the cherished betterment of the nation. Let us hope his 
insight sustains assertive declarations as expressed by him in his works," 
Kashmir Saivism is the only school of Indian philosophy which can inspire 
us for both material and spiritual progress." 

"Some how it appears to me that this philosophy must shine 
brilliantly once again because we need it very badly and cannot proceed in 
our national aims without the support of such a philosophy. 
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The nation cannot afford to ignore it for long. It shall have to be 
revived very soon. That is what I feel. 3 

Furthermore, Dr. Pandit was very clear when he propounded the fact 
to the world of philosophers that an account of highly valuable 
compositions of the outstanding authors like Bhatta Kallata, Somananda, 
Utpaladev and Abhinavgupta, the Saivism of Kashmir reached its 
culminating point in its both aspects of theory and practice, but that all 
remained encircled only among a few Siddhas and their disciples and in 
the Sanskrit language in the present day world, the need was to make 
this most valuable knowledge available to the aspirants of the non-sanskrit 
background as well. Very intelligent efforts have been made by some 
reputed scholars by preparing commentaries and independent works on 
Kashmir Saivism in English and Hindi. It was due to their incessant 
efforts that this most valuable aspect of the Indian Philosophy saw the 
light of the day. But some prevalent misconceptions and wrong 
interpretations 4 had impelled Dr. Pandit to come to the fore and prepare 
. the new works strictly sticking to the traditional and accurate explana¬ 
tion of the treasure of the Monistic Saivism of Kashmir. Which he did 
and accomplished that magnificent journey with complete satisfaction. 

I personally feel that Dr. Pandit has neither been properly studied and 
understood nor recognized by most of the present day scholars. Such 
seminars should be organized yearly at different places to popularize such 
a vibrant, dynamic, pragmatic and empirical Saiva philosophy of Kashmir 
which will definitely give a prestigious position to this country.

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Prof.(Dr) Baljinnath Pandit : A life Sketch

Prof (Dr.) Baljinnath Pandit was born to Sh. Aftab Ram and Smt. 
Amaravati Pandit in 1915 at Kulgam a village in South Kashmir. He got 
his early education at the village and did his degrees in Sanskrit from 
Raghunath Sanskrit Mahavidyalaya Jammu. He was very bright in his 
studies and got 1st position throughout. Sh. Balkrishna Shastri the then 
Principal of Sri Raghunath Mahavidyalaya, gave his appraisal of Dr. Pandit as:

This student of an unparalleled intellect and good moral character is 
very intelligent and hardworking and possesses many virtues. A source of 
pride to our college, he has stood first in all the three degrees of Prajna,. 
Visharad and Shastri. 

Dr. Pandit got M.A. Sanskrit degree in 1946 and Ph.D on Kashmir 
Saivism in 1967. The topic of his Ph.D thesis was "Kashmir Saivism: A 
comparative study" Although his Ph.d thesis was the first written work 
by him on Kashmir Saiva Darsana, the seeds of the highest spiritual 
philosophy were sown many years before when Sri Ram Chandra Pandit 
gave him Sivastotravali of Acarya Utpaldeva in 1937. Dr. Pandit felt 
blessed after he had gone through.the beautiful stotra. He memorized the 
complete Sivastotravali just in two months. In 1935 Dr. Pandit came in 
contact with Sri Amrt Vagbhavacarya of Varanasi at Srinagar. In 1939 
Dr. Pandit again met with Acarya Amrt Vagbhava and had a long 
discussion on philosophy. During that discussion, he came to know about 
Acarya Somananda. Dr. Pandit's thirst for Saiva thought grew more and 
more with each passing day. That was the turning point in his life. By 
constant perseverance, Dr. Pandit became an outstanding researcher, writer 
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and expert exponent of Trika Sastra of Kashmir. 

Dr. Pandit revered guru Sri Amrt Vagbhava greatly. He wrote 
commentaries almost on all works of his guru in addition to the biogra¬ 
phy. Di. Pandit has devoted chapter eleven of his book 'Specific Prin¬ 
ciples of Kashmir Saivism' to the thought of Acarya Amrt Vagbhava, 
called Vilasa Principle and named that thought as Neo Saivism. 1 

The second great saint, Dr. Pandit came in close contact with, was 
renowned traditional Scholar of Kashmir Saiva Darsana Swami Lakshman 
Joo. Swami Lakshman Joo loved Dr. Pandit very deeply. He conveyed his 
love and praise for Dr. Pandit every now and then. Besides these two 
great saints. Dr. Pandit came in contact with many scholars from all 
over the country. 

Dr. Pandit was married to Smt. Tulsimal, the beautiful daughter of 
Sh. Vasudev, and Smt. Bonyamal (^lo^iiei) Raina of Devsar village in 
1936. Smt. Pandit passed away just four months after him. Dr. Pandit 
has two sons and four daughters. The eldest daughter Smt. Kanta mar¬ 
ried to Sh. D.N. Pandit (Rtd. C.G.M.S.B.I.) of Umanagari Kashmir, is 
presently settled at Pancakula. The 2nd child is the eldest son Shri Krsna 
Pandit (Rtd. Human Resource Officer) married to Sri Krsna Pandit pres¬ 
ently settled at Bhiwadi Rajasthan. The 2nd daughter Smt. Mohini mar¬ 
ried to Sh. B.L. Pandit (Rtd. D.C.F.) settled at Gurgoan. The 3rd daugh¬ 
ter Prof. (Dr.) Lalita is married to Prof. (Dr.) Patrick Hogan settled in 
America, 4th daughter myself married to Dr. B.N. Sharma a Saiva Scholar 
and settled at Mandi, H.P. and the second son Prof. (Dr.) P.N. Pandit 
married to Dr. Sangeeta Pandit is settled at Mohali. 

Dr. B.N. Pandit breathed his last on 7th Sep., 2007 at Mandi H.P. 
During those last days I and my husband witnessed the practical aspect 
of Saiva philosophy in his thoughts and deeds. He had taught us Saiva 
Philosophy for so many years theoretically but during that span, it seemed 
that he was teaching us the concept of bondage and liberation, which 
he had discussed in his book as 'Ajnana is a sort of confusion which 
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involves a person as well as his intellect. Jnana, on the other hand is 
a sort of revelation which shatters all confusion in a person as well as in 
his intellect ," 2 He had great clarity of Saiva thought. The siddhantas he 
taught throughout his ife, he applied those principles on himself. 

He walked consciously rather marched with complete awareness about 
the dehatyaga, forsaking this finite body like wornout clothes 3 into the 
Super Consciousness. Although his finite body developed some oldage 
ailments but he was quite conscious and completely ready both mentally 
and intellectually to leave this finite body. He never expressed anguish or 
distress in spite of excruciating pain his body was going through. His 
complete behavior was like a Jivanmukta treating pleasure and pain as an 
ephemeral existences. 4 1 remember just three days before his demise, on 
the occasion of Sri Krsnajanmashtami, he was completely bedridden and 
having only liquids that too after great persuasion, I read some chapters 
of Bhagvadgita to him. As I read three padas, he completed the fourth 
pada of each sloka with complete clarity and awareness like a true 
Jnana Yogin. 

He had very vast and sharp memory. He could recite many stotras like 
Sivatotravali, Spandakarika, Bhagvadgita Pancastavi Lalitastavaratna 
and many more. He had great knowledge of Indian History from 1930 
onwards. He could quote even quotations from the lectures of main 
freedom fighters, politicians not only of Inida, but even of Britain, Ger¬ 
many, Japan, China, Russia etc. He had all important dates, years on his 
finger tips. 

Continuously for seventy fruitful years of his life time, Dr. Pandit 
read, wrote and taught Kashmir Saiva Darsana relentlessly with 
complete dedication. He covered almost all aspects of Kashmir Saivism. 
In spite of shouldering so many responsibilities, attending his job and 
family going through ups and downs of life, he remained focused on subtle 
concepts of Trika system up to his last breath. He has so many books, 
stotras and articles to his credit in Hindi, Sanskrit and English. Some

In the later part of his life. Dr. Pandit didn't rdmain the scholar of 
J&K only, he became the erudite scholar of international fame. While 
working for Muktabodha Indological Research Institute Ganeshpuri 
Mumbai, DK Pandit taught and explained the Isvara Pratyabhijna Kasika 
to a group of devoted western students. One Russian student of Dr. 
Pandit translated ’Specific Principles of Kashmir Saivism' in Russian 
language. That Russian translation of the book is in great demand in 
Russia.

[fr. B.N. Pandit not only taught or wrote books on Kashmir Saivism. 
He was a living personification of supermost Trika Yoga. He explained 
the most abstruse principles of Trika Darsana with great clarity, 
erudition and authenticity, citing original texts. He dealt in depth the 
Paradvaita principle, Spanda principle, Anugraha-Nigraha, 36 Tattvas 
Principle of Shaktipata, bondage-liberation. Historical aspects and Trika 
Yoga in detail. He believed that even while being a householder, one can 
practice Kaula or Trika system. 5 He did not believe only in a speculative 
aspect of Saiva philosophy but with practical aspect of Saiva Yoga too. 
Life itself was yoga for him. He spent each and every moment like a true 
Saiva Yogin. 6 
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He hed greet association with Jammu. He studied here, worked here 
and built his house in the neighbourhood of this Vidyapeeth at Bantalab. 
He spent many fruitful years of life here at Jammu. It is exhilarating for 
me that here at Jammu Prof. Baljinnath Pandit Vyakhyanmala has been 
organized to commemorate the great Saiva Acarya of the state. 

Finally, I want to suggest the authorities concerned to create a chair 
in the honour of Dr. B.N. Pandit in this Vidyapeeth so that young budding 

worthy scholars would be able to keep the flame of Saiva Darsana 
studies and Research burning for centuries together.

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FLANDER'S INTERACTION ANALYSIS TECHNIQUE 

Prof. B.N.Ballia 
University of Jammu, Jammu 

The teaching-learning situations in the class-room involve inter¬ 
action between the teacher and the students. The success of a teacher 
may be judged through the degree of effectiveness of his teaching which 
may be objectively assessed through his class-room behavior or interac¬ 
tion. Thus, a systematic or objective analysis of the a teacher's class¬ 
room interaction may provide a reliable assessment of what goes on 
inside the class-room in terms of teaching and learning. 

Meaning of class-room interaction analysis: 

Class-room interaction analysis refers to a technique consisting of 
objective and systematic observation of the class-room events for the 
study of the teacher's class-room behavior and the process of interaction 
going inside the class-room. 

Thakur s view. According to Dr. SX Thakur, class-room interaction 
analysis "may be defined as an instrument which is designed to record 
categories of verbal interaction dofing or from, recorded teaching learning 
sessions. It is a technique for capturing qualitative and quantitative 
dimensions of teacher's verbal behavior in the class-room." 

Ruhela's view: Or. Salya Pal Rohela. in his book 'Educational 

Technology' writes that class interaction analysis may ho conveniently 
divided into two parts:- 

(i) verbal interaction 

(ii) non-verbal interaction.
